RECOMMENDED

President Hoover Paints 
Bright Picture in Budget 
Message

WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec, 4-— 
President Hoover today laid before 


congress a recommendation for tax 
reduction, a request for $3,830,449,231 
for governmental! use next year, and a 
bright picture of the state of the 
nation’s finances, 

Drawing a lesson from the lower- 
ing of taxes in the past, the president 
said that there was no doubt that in- 
creased revenues had always followed 
and that the stimulus given to busi- 
ness was partiy responsible for these 
upward jumps in receipts, 

In his first budget message, he esti-

feared today when silence 
continued to conceal the fate 
of approximately seventy per- 
sons, including four women, 
aboard the nine missing ves- 
sels that left here Friday 
night for Bonavista ports. No 
success has been reported 
this morning by the two 
steamers searching off New- 
foundland. The Meigle has 
covered a two hundred mile 
radius southeast of here, 
while the Beothic is searching 
eastward. 


The hurricane that over- 
took the vessels after they 
had landed their summer 


catch of fish here and loaded 
winter supplies, wrecked at 
least three other schooners, 
from which the crews were 
rescued, and battered a num- 
ber of steamers.

We 
even got down to trying to eat 
blubber, but while we managed to 
navigate dried and raw fish we could) 
not manage the blubber.” 

And the editor of the Northern 
Miner paid tribute to the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Policemen encountered 
“Those mounties in the north—they 
are real men, not magazine police- 
men, but real sure-enough men, They 
are policemen, magistrates, lawyers, 
and everything else to that country, 
and they have and hold the respect 
of the Eskimos.” 

Goodwin's frozen feet were first 
treated by a trader at the Cambridge 
Bay post of the Hudson's Boy com- 
pany

ADMINISTERING OUR WATER 
RESOURCES 
OTTAWA, Dec. 4.-—-The adminis- 
tration of the water resources of the 
Dominion is a divided federal and 
provincial responsibility. ‘The federal 
authority extends over the water 
powers of the provinces of Alberta, 
Baskatchewan, and Manitoba, and the 
Yukon and Northwest ‘Territories. 
Adininistrative control in these areas 
is exercised by the Dominion Water 
Power and Reclamation Service, De- 
partment of the Interior, which also 
carries on investigatory work through- 
out the remainder of the Dominion in 
close co-operation with the various 
provincial authorities charged with 
water power administration in their 
respective provinces, ‘Title to water 
powers in the railway belt in British 
Columbia is vested in the federal 
government, although they are at 
resent administered under the Proy- 
nelal Water Act,

“good sense brought to a point.” 

Much of the profound wisdom of the world ts in 
the form of “trivia, which is to say, casual obser- 
vations thrown off by good minds, when they are not 
laboring to set up a well-rounded system of theology, 
philosophy, or politics 

Thumbing through my personal files today, I 
came upon a singularly refreshing bit of “trivia” in a 
letter from James Harvey Robinson, distinguished 
historian and author of “The Mind in the Making,” 
written after he had been guest at our dinner table, 
At the dinner, I had asked Mr. Robinson what he 
had been doing thiough the winter months, “Oh, just 
pondering,” he said, for he was at the time living a 
leisurely life of the mind, unbothered by teaching 
schedules, free to play with ideas, I joshed him a bit 
about the heresy of living a life of “pondering” in 
busy and bustling America, And in his letter, following 
the dinner, was this paragraph: 

“Speaking of pondering, I felt it my duty to look 
up “Dacia’ in the Encyclopedia Britannica and came 
upon Andrew Lang's article on crystal-gazing, which 
attracted an easily diverted attention, 

“He says that it may require ten minutes of solt- 
tude to determine whether you possess this particular 
species of hypnagogtie ability, ‘but few people can find 
time amounting to ten minutes for solitary studies of 
this sort, so busy and so gregarious is mankind.’ This 
seems to me to be one of the most profound obser- 
vations in the Encyclopedia Britannica. I know you 
will relish it.”

Accepting what financial men de- 
clared to be a very favorable bid in 
view of present market conditions, the 
city council at a special meeting 
Tuesday voted to sell $483,627 worth 


of city debentures to the Canadian 
Iiank of Commerce at a price of 
$95.41, This is equivalent to a yield 


rate of 5.32 per cent on the basis of 
five per cent debentures 

In view of the desirability of com- 
pleting the disposal of the balance of 
the city’s debentures for financing 
the current year's capital expenditure, 
the commissioners called for private 
tenders and seven financial concerns 
oes bids Other bids were: 
Dominion Securities Corporation 
(Hunt, Kilburn Ltd), $94,841; Dy- 
ment, Anderson and Company, 
‘Toronto (EB, ©, Pardee and Company), 
$94.377; Wood, Gundy, Ltd, (D, M. 
Duggan Investments Ltd.), $94,217; 
McLeod, Weir, Young and Company 
(H. M. E. Evans and Company Ltd.), 
$93.57; Royal Financial Corporation, 
$90,612, 

Following the favorable price offer- 
ed by the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, the commissioners recom- 
mended acceptance of this tender and 
the recommendation was unanimously 
concurred in by council, These sales 
will enable the city to complete the 
financing of the capital requirements 
for 1929 

Commenting on the sale, Commis- 
sioner David Mitchell said: 

“The price obtained is extremely 
satisfactory, taking into account the 
present condition of the bond market 
and the fact that large municipal and 
government fssues are pending, For 
example, the $30,000,000 issue of the 
province of Ontario and the large

HEAVY DEMAND FOR MONEY 


During the year the demand fo 
money has been persistent for commer- 
cial and industrial purposes, and for 
Stock loans, and later for the carrying 
of grain stocks, with consequent stiff- 
ening of rates in Canada, though, con- 
sidering conditions, these have been at 
all times moderate. These conditions 
together with the abnormal rates ob- 
tained on Call loans in New York 
when funds were available for use 
there, have had their effect which is 
reflected in our statement, and ‘doubt- 
less will be also in those of the other 
banks when they appear. 

While, as I have sald, the condi- 
tions prevailing have of necessity re- 
sulted in profit, it 1s to be regretted 
that the accumulation of notice de- 
posits in Canada has not kept pace 
with the demand for money and that 
}in consequence the percentage of 
| loans to deposits ts in excess of what 
is desirable. Unquestionably, the lure 
of speculation has diverted much of 
the savings of the public into hazard- 
ous ventures, It is believed that re- 
cent events will tend to correct this 

It is gratifying to be able to mention 
here that, notwithstanding the specu- 
lative lure, the sale of Life Insurance 
has increased, indicating a thrifty 
desire on the part of the same public | 
to provide for the f<ture of its de-/ 
pendent:

The field crops in Canada have, 
this year, been very disappointing, 
with the exception of those {n Quebec | 
and the Maritime Provinces, and of 
the Fall wheat in the Province of 
Ontario. Harvesting has, however, 
been accomplished under almost idea! 
conditions; the lack of rain, though, 
| has affected the yield of roots and 
the condition of pastures and delayed 
| the preparation of the land for the | 
next crop. The return to the farmer 
will be benefited by the economical 
harvesting and the quality of his 
wheat, which is much better than it 
Was last year, 

Much of the grain, though, has not 
| gone out of the country as in forme: 
years, and the volume of our exports 
has been affected thereby as doubt- 
less has that of our imports, by our 
free living, so that the visible balance 
of trade {ts turning against us, and in 
Spite of the large expenditure of tour- 
{sts the invisible balance is also against 
us, for forelgn exchanges, us ‘his is} 
written, are much beyond the gold | 
shipping point, a condition which, if 
continued, must bring about further 
stringency in the money i‘arket, to 
be corrected by reduced Ir:ports; in- 
creased exports, or the selling of se- 
curities abroad. 

While it is reasonable to expect 
that there will be little curtailment in

BRITISH MARKET.« 


Great Britain continues to be the | 
chief market for the products of our 
fields. While reports would indicate 
that there is a gradual improvement 
in general conditions there, they are 
still far from satisfactory, the number 
of unemployed being very great, with 
little prospect of relief from qmlgre; 
tion. Efforts are being made to find 
some means to increase her trade 
within the Empire, which, if accom- 
plished without sacrifice of the inter- 
ests of the Dominions, is greatly to 
be desired, 

Her relations with Russia are being

seem to keep pace with economic pro- 
gress with Central and Western Can- 
ada, This condition became most ag-

| general economic depression, the in- 
creased tariff walls of foreign coun- 
tries and the high freight rate to| 
populous centres (Quebec and On-| 
tario) formed a trinity of handicaps. 
Consequent upon the investigations of 
the Duncan Commission, and the 
implementing of thelr recommenda- 
tions for reduced freight rates to 
Central Canada, the Maritime people, 
both agriculturalists and industrial- 
ists, are finding a definite and 
increasing market for their products 
Within the UMmts of the Dominion 
This revival on a marked scale of 
interprovincial trade is a matter of 
first importance both economically 
and nationally, and it is a pleasure 
to record that the Maritime people 
aré uot only greatly improving econ- 
omic conditions, but are sharing in| 
the aggressiveness and optimism that 
characterizes Canadian Industry, as a 


whole, today, 
ECONOMIC LIFE IN MARITIMES 
Evidences of these conditions in 


| Maritime economic life come readily 
|} to mind. The growing of potatoes for 
seed and for domestic use has become 
a major industry in both Prince 
Edward Island and New Brunswick, In | 
1928 they produced very large crops 
of potatoes. A sudden and marked in- 
crease in the American tariff and a 
| reasonably large crop in other sections 
of Canada forced the sale of these 
potatoes at prices lower than those
